ROADHOUSES, OLD AND NEW. : 
N a certain afternoon recently 
business carried me on an aufo- 
‘mobile trip twelve miles west of 
Chicago and back. The road was 

paved with concrete and places along 
the way twenty miles out are more com- 
fortably and more quickly reached than 
were places five miles out twenty years 
ago when transportation was by horse 
drawn vehicles. 

The observation of the trip thai I now 
propose to write about is the passing of 
the old style ‘roadhouse and the coming 
of the new. Dotted along the wayside 
at frequent intervals were new, freshly 
painted, clean looking houses of a newer 
pattern. Closer to town, as a rule, there 
were also dotted along the roadside a 
fair number of roadhouses of the old 
style. As a rule, these latter were not 
newly painted nor clean licoking. It 
was plain that some of the latter class 
were not prosperous. 

~~ 

As a rule, most of these old fashioned 

roadhouses sat back from the highway 
in groves and had an air of séclusion 
or mystery. Some appeared to have con- 
siderable sleeping accommodations. Tak- 
ing them as a whole, they had the air 
of a passing institution, 
There was a third group which were 
definite enough in certain of their char- 
acteristics to be almost called a type. 
This group were the eating houses, the 
places Which gave the air of furnishing 
food but not supplying any other type of 
refreshment. Some of these had an air 
of prosperity. 
This story relates to the up and com- 
ing first type. These new, clean, freshly 
painted places advértised the sale of 
milk. Across many of them the word 
“ buttermilk ” was painted as conspicu- 
ously as were the words “ beer and whis- 
ky” in the old days. In addition to 
buttermilk, cottage cheese, sweet milk 
and other’ mild drinks, they adveritsed 
sandwiches and pies and other foods of 
that frequently associated group. 
The significance of this development ts 
that it shows that the people think liquor 
and beer saloons and old fashioned road- 
houses have gone permanently. ‘That 
when liquor went, the heart went out 
of the saloon and old fashioned road- 
house, and that no artifice for: retain- 
ing the shell, the semblance and even 
the taste until the people change their 
minds and call liquor back, is going to 
work or is worth while.

On Mother's day, May 13, one carna- 
tion will cost from 15 to 20 cents, dé- 
pending on where you do your Moth: 
er’s day shopping. And probably the 
15 cent carnation will be a cold storage 
product with a short stem and droop- 
‘ing head. 

Within a week or ten days after 
Mother's day the 60 cent variety will 


be selling for 5\or 6 @ents apiece, and 
at some places carnations will be as 
low as 25 cents a dozen. There will 
‘be plenty of carnations for every one 


'on Mother’s day, but every one will 


have to pay a-plenty. 
This was the information obtained 


yesterday in a visit to half a dozen | 


Chicago florists. 

At one loop floral shop carnations 
of the first grade with long stems now 
sell for $2 a dozen. They can be ob 
| tained for $10 a hundred or $1.20 a 
dozen wholesale now. On Saturday, 
before Mother's day, the same flowers 
will be from $4 to $6 a dozen retail 
and from $2 to $3 a dozen wholesale, 
it was said. ter Mother's day they 
will be about $5 per hundred whole 
sale and $1 retail.

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Race Friction in City 
BY THE REV. W. B. NORTON. 

Formation of a building corporation 
to provide better housing conditions 
for Chicago workers was urged yes- 
terday by Miss Mary McDowell, com- 
missioner of public welfare, in an ad- 
dress at the conference on race rela- 
tions at the City club. 

“The ideal way is separate homes— 
better yet, homes owned by the occu- 
pants, " Miss McDowell said, “but 
there can be tenements built with 
modern conveniences where families 
can live in comfort. 

“England is doing better than we 
are in providing for workingmen’s 
families, as we may see in the gar- 
den city built outside of Birmingham 
where operatives are given a chance 
to live outside the grime of the fac- 
tory city.”

Miss McDowell and other speakers 
in discussing the race question as di- 
“lreetly related to the Negroes declared 
that the Negroes are compelled to pay 
higher rents than whites and that on 
this account some landlords are 
forcing whites out of certain localities. 
“The claim.that the coming in of 
Negroes depreciates property values is 
false,”” continued Miss McDowell. “ The 
property first depreciates because the 
whites move out to get better loca- 
tions, as may be seen in the abandon- 
ment of beautiful homes on the scoutn 
side by the younger set who wanted to 
move to the north shore. After the 
houges are abandoned the Negroes 


is left and pay a higher price than 
others.
